A DEBATE IN IRISH.

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COMPULSORY MILITARY 
.... TRAINING, 


The guestion of the desirability or other- 
wise of compulsory military training in Ire- 
land was -discussed at a meeting of An 
Cumann Gaedhealach of. University College, 
Dublin, last evening, Andreas O Muineachain, 
M.A., being in the chair. 

Dearmhuinhain : Gordun, 
motion, stressed the fact that in times of 
emergency the knowledge among other 
States that a State can put in the field with- 
in a few days a strong force of not alone 
armed, but trained men, conduces to a 
healthy respect for that State which might 
otherwise be lacking. 

Also, as Seamus © Gallchobhair pointed 
out, full efficiency in every walk of life always 
necessitates contentment of mind. Now in 
conscript 


in moving the 


countries the greater part of the 
military training of a man was carried out at 
a time when he was on the threshold of man- 
hood and liable to take in the happiest im- 
pressions of life. Therefore, when in later 
years the call to the colours came, he went 
rejoicing, some of the ‘happiest 
memories of his life were connected with the 
times spent im the training camp. Again, as 
Tomas de Burea remarked, the motto of a 
conscript country must necessarily be ‘* Be 
Prepared,” and it-would be in a much better 
position to meet a sudden eruption than its 
pacifically-minded neighbour. 

On the other side, though, there was no 
dearth of arguments, Micheal Breathnach 
remarked that the essence of civic spirit lay 
in the right and duty of a citizen to defend 
his civic rights and privileges when assailed. 
The compulsory service system, by taking the 
responsibility of the carrying out of this duty 
out of his hands, undermined the sense of 
responsibility and self-respect, without which 
true citizenship could not exist. . 

Again, as — Ni Leathlobhair showed, 
the spirit of violence ingrained at the bottem 
of every mind as a result of the domination 
of the life of the nation by militarism could 
not benefit the people of the nation, and, 
as by Reachtaire, Carol Ua Dallaigh told us, 
no matter how moral, and evén praiseworthy, 
the motives of the men who lead the armies 
into hattle: the fact remained that they were 
but leading those under them to the human 
kill. What way would that effect the respect 
for the sanctity and inviolability of human 
life, whieh those men should have?

The news that the oil tanker British 
Motorist had become disabled off Land's 
End created no little concern on the quays ol 
the river the other day; for she had shipped 
several Dublin men among her crew beiore 
she sailed.

THE BRITISH INCOME TAX. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sin,—Some of the recent contentions of the 
Inland Revenue authorities are certainly 
startling. For instance, they now appear to 
claim that Section 51 of the Income Tax Act 
of 1842—reproduced as Section 103 of the 
Act of 1916—-can be used for the purpose of 
obtaining from agents almost unlimited in- 
formation as to the private affairs of their prin- 
cipals, the agents being asked to give the 
in ation under threat of a penalty. Cases 
which have recently been bronght to this 
Society's notice are those of house agents in 
receipt of the rents received on behalf of 
clients in respect of the letting of furnished 
houses. We conside? this extension of in- 
quisitorial methods unjustifiable, because it 
is an attempt to force agents to give in- 
formation of monies in their hands which 
themselves cannot be of an income character 
or liable to tax. If such methods are sane- 
tioned by the Section, every agent for a 
www gid = be liable, as all 

tations will have disappeared. Ww

The Income Taxpayers’ Society fegls that 
no such sweeping powers were ever intended 
to be conferred upon the Inland Revenue. 
and taxpayers may be interested to know that 
the Society is taking steps on behalf of its 
members to contest in the Courts. if neces- 
sary, the claim of the Inland Revenue au- 
thorities to obtain information in this manner.

Mr. McGonigal, K.C., for the Electricity 
Distribution Co., explained the terms of the 

ecial order of the Electricity Commis- 
ima He said that the idea was that in 
the entire, area afiected every householder, 
and everyone who wanted power, should take 
their supply of electricity from the distribu- 
tion company, once it had got its works set 
going. He maintained that a comprehensive 
scheme like the present, operated over a 
large area by @ single company, would ensure 
an adequate and economic supply for all con- 
sumers, including those who desired current 
for such industries as were dependent on a 
cheap supply of power, and also that it would 
be a great advantage to farmers. They hoped 
that in three years the preseribed area would 
be supplied by the distribution company, 


PUBLIC LIGHTING, 


It was intended to provide free wiring 
and lamps at the outset. Householders in 
Kells and Doagh had been canvassed to see 
if they would take the current on these 
terms, and 80 per cent. in both places had 
agreed to do so. Cookers would also be 
given on a hire-purchase J asis, and it was 
also proposed to have penny in the slot 
meters. As regards public lighting, there 
would be no yon oe required, and the 
light would be supplied through the medium 
of sons clocks. It was anticipated that 
there would be a progressive demand for the 
current, and that the revenue would steadily 
increase. The cheapness of the current would 
also be a factor im increasing the demand. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal further stated that there 
were small undertakings at present in the 
areas, and it was in these that they had 
discussed the terms of arrangement. The 
estimated revenue for the first three years 
was £13,430, £29,364 and £49,240. 

Mr. Davidson mentioned that they should 
have some evidence as to whether the com- 
pany was in a financial position to carry out 
the undertaking. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal replied that all that was 
required of them was to show to the Com- 
missioners within six months of the grant- 
ing of the order that they were in a financial 
position to do so. 

Mr. Davidson—Surely they must show 
some financial standing even before the grant- 
ing of the order ? 

Mr. Murphy said. that it was one of the 
matters that he investigated. In fact, it 
would be one of the grounds of his objec- 
tion. 

M r. Lowry said that he wished to associate 
himself with Mr. Murphy’s observations in 
this respect, 

Mr. McGonigal said that the parent com- 
pany, which was the Antrim Company, would 
pass the necessary resolution to regularise 
the position.

Mr. Lemass Replies to 
Mr. Blythe.

WEXFORD, Tuesday Night. 
R. Sean Lemass, T.D., addressing a 
M large Fianna Fail meeting in Wex- 
ford to-night, said that there were 
reasons to believe that a general election was 
not far distant, and if, as a result of it the 
country had to face another five years similar 
to the past eight, the consequences would be 
irreparable, and might well mean the dis- 
appearance of the Irish nation as such. There 
was a danger that Cumann na nGaedheal 
might go back to office, not because a 
majority of the people were satisfied with 
its policy, but = the Government might 
be able to manipulate the electoral machine, 
so that the popular will will not not be 
capable of expression. No matter how de- 
fective the Government might be as states- 
men, they were very astute as politicians, 
and, if by some political trick they could 
secure a renewed period of office, they would 
not hesitate to use that trick. Mr. Blythe, 
in his recent speech, announced that the 
Government proposed to change the method 
of election, and it would be noted from the 
Vice-President’s remarks that the change was 
not proposed because the method of election 
was found defective from the point of view 
of the people, or because the Government had 
discovered some other means by which the 
popular will could be more accurately re- 
flected. The Government did not find any- 
thing wrong with the existing method until 
they were approaching the election, which 
was gcéng to mean their disappearance. 

The - principal defect, Mr. Lemass sug- 
gested, that the Government had found in 
the present method of election was that it 
did not lend itself to jerrymandering the 
constituencies. One of the main resuits of 
a change in the present system would pro- 
bably be the disappearance of the small par- 
ties and independent deputies. Fianna Fail 
did not feel that they were called upon to 
defend the interests of the small parties. 
whose actions and policy they had to criticise 

occasions, but they nevertheless felt 
that there was some reason for hoping that 
thev would continue to form a part of the 
political life. Mr. Blythe might expect 
Fianna Fail to support such a change, but

The Northern Parliament. 
Yesterday, with full ritual, the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland assembled for 
the opening of a new session. Jt will be a 


| trying and a troubled session, as the

the Government. Once again the vital 
questions of unemployment and health 
insurance will be debated; a comprehen- 
sive scheme of town and country planning 
is’ destined to see the light; and legis- 
lative sanction, in al] probability, wil) be 
lent to a proposal to continue the housing 
subsidy for a further period, although at 
a reduced rate. There will be bills of local 
import and bills seeking to bring the 
standard of living in Northern Ireland 
into harmony with that. which prevails in 
Great Britain. So full a session has not 
confronted the Northern Government for 
some time, and there will] be little surprise 
if it proves to be 1.ag. When the Budget 
comes up for consideration within the next 
month, or thereabouts, there is small 
cause to doubt that Viscount Craigavon’s 
economy will be found in order, In this 
respect the 1931 Budget will follow the 
example of its predecessors. 

Yet, amid the consolation afforded by 
a balanced Budget, the Government of 
Northern Ireland will not be entirely 
happy. Looking down frém its heights, 
it will perceive that a nice adjustment of 
political expenditure-does not necessarily 
connote national prosperity. It will see 
closed factories, desolate mills, shipyards 
working at half pressure and long streams 
of workless citizens besieging the unem- 
ployment bureaux. No doubt, it will sigh 
for the power to impose preferential tariffs 
and safeguarding measures that would do 
something to relieve the workers of Ulster 
and of England; but it will sigh in vain 
Therein lies Northern Ireland’s burden. 
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Safety in the Air. 


The Royal Air Force authorities, in 


common with the general public, have con- 
cérned themselves during recent years 
with the safety of their pilots. A 
sequence of accidents suggested that the 
chief danger lay in the landing of 
machines, and not long ago a new device 
was introduced, which, as it was held, 
would eliminate the majority of the pre- 
vailing risks. Slotted Wings ‘possessed 
the merit that, even in ‘‘ stalls,’ they 
enabled pilots to effect-a landing on an 
even keel.’ Until this year, however, the 
slots were locked lest pilots, suddenly 
called upon to fly unslotted machines after 
their training period, should be confronted 
with unfair difficulties. Since the begin- 
ning of the year the order has been 
repealed, and now all airmen during their 
apprenticeship enjoy the advantage of the 
slots. Yet, in spite of the undoubted 
assistance rendered thereby, the total 
number of accidents in the Royal Air 
Force has not been reduced, and it 
appears, therefore, that the primary cause 
of the mishaps that attend military flying 
must be sought elsewhere. Experts main- 
tain that the essential responsibility for 
safety depends upon the pilot rather than 
upon the machine. Strong arguments 
could be produced to show that aircraft 
will decide the battles of the future, 
attack, the archer, 
shock tactics hy or platoon 
firing decided the campaigns of the past. 
One essential difference, however, remains. 
Modern air fighting depends ultimately 
upon the individual, and, in the present 
state of its development, the individual 
must be expected to take chances. More- 
over, he must be educated to the mood in 
which he takes them as a matter of course. 
Nevertheless, if we bring into consideration 
the needs of the hour, the hours flown, and 
the uncharted character of the skies, we 
must admit that mishaps are not dis- 
proportionate to existing 
Recently in The Times Marshal of the 
Royal Air Force Lord Trenchard drew 
attention very properly to the unfair 
attitude of the general public to air 
accidents. He referred especially to a 
‘tendency in letters and articles in the 
Press to alarm the public with . . . un- 
founded suggestions.” There were, he 
explained, good and bad “‘ patches,” and, 
while the bad patches received undue 
attention, the good patches passed without 
notice of their virtue. Lord Trenchard 
suggested that all statistics of air 
accidents ought to be grouped in periods 
of two years, since, to some extent, every

Canadian Broadcasting. 


Irish “' listeners-in,” who are apt to 
grumble, may profit by a study of "'wire- 
less” conditions in Canada. The Free 
State’s own service is at least national, 
and she can tap the large resources of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. Canada, 
as the Ottawa Correspondent of The Times 
explains in a most interesting article, has 
no national system. Her sixty-three 
broadcasting stations have. only a local 
scope. They depend for revenue on funds 
supplied by advertisers ; they are poorly 
served with wave-lengths, and on these 
accounts their programmes suffer. Thus 
they cannot compete with the United 
States services, which are superior in all 
respects ; and the Correspondent calculates 
that two out of every five households in 
Canada depend on American programmes.

TO ARGENTINA. 


RECIPROCAL TRADE 
EXPANSION. 


From Revcrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


BUENOS AIRES, Tuesday. 

A cordial message from the Prince of 
Wales to the people of the Argentine, 
written in Spanish, has been sent to the 
Argentine papers, which are full of the 
forthcoming visit of the Princes to the 
capital. 

In the course of his message, His Royal 
Highness says:—‘‘ Remembering the his- 
toric part which Britain has played in the 
development of the Argentine Republic 
and the bonds of friendship which have 
always united the two countries, I shall be 
proud to perform the opening ceremony of 
the British Empire Trade Exhibition, 
which will be illustrative of the quality 
and variety of imperial produce. 

“We appreciate most deeply the 
hospitality of the Argentine nation, thanks 
to which it has been possible to hold this, 
the first British exhibition in the Con- 
tinent of South America. 

“I hope also to have many opportuni- 
ties of studying the particular conditions 
and requirements of Argentina, and of 
discussing them fully and frankly ; and, if 
the visit of myself and my brother will, in 
some degree, serve to bring about closer 
understanding between the Argentine and 
the British people, and to expand the 
volume of reciprocal trade which 1s so 
vital to us both, we shall feel that we 
have performed a useful as well as a 
pleasant service.”

SUCCESSFUL CLAIM 
AGAINST GERMANY.

GRAMOPHONE COMPANY’S 
WAR-TIME PROPERTY. 


Judgment was ‘ssued yesterday by the 
Anglo-German Mixed Arbitral Tribunal 
in the claim of the Gramophone Company, 
Lid. (England), against the German 
Government. The dispute arose largely 
through the ordering by the German 
Government of the 'iquidation during the 
War of the Gramophone Company's 
property situated in Germany. 

Compensation was claimed in respect of 
damage or injury inflicted upon their 
property rights or interests by the applica- 
tion of this exceptional War measure. 

The Tribunal decided that the claimants 
were entitled to receive from the: German 
Government under Article 297 F of the 
Treaty of Versailles the sum of £236,229, 
together with compensation for the loss of 
use calculated at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum as from November 21, 1916; 
and under Article 297 H of the Treaty 
the sum of 248,000 marks, together with 
compensation for loss of use calculated at 
5 per cent. per <nnum as from various 
dates. 

Costs and expenses amounting to £2,000 
are also to be paid to the claimants.

ON THE FRONTIER. 


At one time things looked very ugly in 


the border country, as the. result of the 
intrigues .of agitators. Even in Peshawar 
the situation got out of hand for a short 
while, and troops had to restore- authority. 
A considerable force of tribesmen advanced 
on Peshawar on another occasion, somé of 
them getting almost to the city gates 
they were repelled. Extensive 
military operationst had to be undertaken 
before pacification was effected. 

Gandhi himself was left at liberty for a 
nionth after his first demonstrative break- 
ing of the salt law and incitement to 
general civil disobedience on April 6th 
‘ast. . The authorities, however, then 
‘ound that the consequences were becom- 
ing so. serious that they arrested the 
Mahatma in his eamp in the dead of 
night at Karadi, near Jalapur, and, up 
to a month ago, detained him under very 
comfortable conditions in the prison at 
Poona. Many other Jeaders were arrested 
and sentenced to long terms of imprison- 
aent.

Moderates, Mr. Gandhi finally sent a 
letter to the Viceroy requesting a personal 
interview, and; exactly a fortnight ago to- 
day, he proceeded in person to Lord 
Irwin’s official residence, and the ‘‘ man- 
to man ” talks began. 


THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE, 


Wth “ peace ’’ now definitely.made and 
the abandonment of the civil disobedience 
movement, the Congress Party will 
presumably take their full part in the 
resumed sittings in India of the Round 
‘Fable Conference and the final sittings in 
London thereafter. It is hoped that, under 
these favourable auspices, the formidable 
obstacles that stil] stand in the way of 
an agreed Constitution for India will at 
length be overcome. 

Perhaps, the most formidable of all 
these obstacles is the unsettled dispute 
between the great Hindu and Moslem 
communities that largely make up India’s 
vast population. The fast word will be 
with the British Parliament. 

It has to be remembered that for over 
a twelvemonth past the official demand of 
the Congress Party has been for a com- 
pletely independent India. Mr. Gandhi’s 
resolution, as adopted at the last Con- 
gress at the end of 1929, declared that 
** Swaraj in the Congress creed shall now 
mean complete independence.’’ The 
Nehru scheme of Dominion status was 
declared to have lapsed, and a complete 
boycott of the Central and Provincial 
Legislatures was proclaimed. 


GANDHUS CAREER. 


Gandhi, lawyer, politician and mystic, 
is the son, of a minor Government official, 
and is now sixty-one years of age. He 
married at the age of thirteen, and was 
already a father when he was sent to 
London to study law. 

Called to the Inner Temple in the 
‘nineties,’ he soon afterwards experienced 
a spiritual crisis, and immediately 
abandoned a lucrative legal career among 
his countrymen in South Africa to devote 
himself to mora! and spiritual] causes and 
the championing of various reforms. By 
his. life of asceticism and austere faith he 
acquired an astonishing ascendancy over 
the minds of his fellow-Hindus. 

In 1922 he was sentenced to six years’ 


imprisonment in consequence of the violent. 


sequel to his non-co-operation campaign, 
but was released in 1924 on the grounds 
of ill-health after serving just under three 
years of his sentence. In 1929 he was 
pgain arrested in Bengal, but only fined, 
for his campaign to destroy foreign cloth.

Lady Strickland, he said, had 
founded in Malta a Catholic .English 
College, which the Bishop had refused to 
bless, and also a Ladies’ Imperial Club, 
fundamentally non-political, and open. to 
ladies connected with Imperial services. 

I feel sure, he added, that you will be 
amazeil to hear that Sacraments of the 
Catholic Church have. recently beén 
refused to Maltese ladies who are mem- 
bers of this Ladies’ Imperia] Club. This 
has followed on an announcement in the 
churches of Malta, on February 15, that 
the Sacraments would be refused to all 
who frequented or paid subscription to 
clubs of the Constitutional Party or of 
the Labour Party.

RESULT OF PARTY 
MEETINGS. 


The Press Association’s Lobby 
decision to abandon the Trade Disputes 
Bill was made inevitable-by the course of 
the discussion at a special meeting of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party held yester- 
day afternoon, before the Standing Com- 
mittee met. The Prime Minister, the 
Attorney-Genera!, and many members of 
the Cabinet, were present. 

Mr. Macdonald and all the other 
speakers were unanimous in declaring the 
Liberal amendment to be entirely un- 
acceptable. The Government appeared to 
be willing to contemplate the continuance 
of the Committee’s proceedings, but Mr. 
A. Hayday, Chairman of the Trade 
Union Congress, and other back-benehers, 
spoke strongly against this course, an-l 
pressed for the immediate abandonment 
of the measure. It became clear that the 
Trade Union Congress view had the sup- 
port of the whole meeting, and in these 
circumstances it was indicated that the 
Government would not attempt to go on 
with the bill. , 


THE LIBERAL VIEW. 

While the Labour meeting was in pro- 
gress the Liberal Parliamentary Party 
was also discussing the position of the 
bill. The general line of the discussion 
here was that there must be no weakening 
so far as the Liberals were concerned on 
the principle of protecting the community 
against a general strike by making such 
a strike definitely illegal. The Liberals 
decided that in the event of the Govern- 
mént’s attempting to proceed with the 
bill when the. Standing Committee re- 
assembled later in the afternoon, 
would support the Conservative motion to 
adjourn the Committee’s proceedings. 

The Liberal members of the Standing 
Committee voted against the Conservative 
proposal to add words to the Committee’s 
report declaring that the Committee could 
not proceed with the bill because of the 
refusal of the Government to accept any

the rights of the community, and to pre- 
vent the repetition of a general strike. 


The Liberals opposed this proposal, be-

POSSIBLE NEW BILL. 

It has been suggested in some quarters 
that the Government may now bring in a 
new bill providing in a single clause for 
the repeal of the 1927 Trade Disputes 
Act. No such decision, it is stated in

On the credit side of the account they 
had an increase of £56,617 in receipts from 
passenger trafiic—their main source of 
revenue—while other receipts showed the 
usual small variations incidental to 
general conditions; they called for no 
special comment. 

In the omnibus section a loss of £7,259 
was shown. The net revenue account, in 
so far as it showed favourable comparison 
with the previous year, would, no doubt, 
meet with their approval. The first six 
months proved disappointing, and in no 
way better than the corresponding period 
of the previous year, and until recently 
the directors had little expectation of 
being able to pay even the modest dividend 
on the Ordinary stock now proposed.

EGGS BY POST. 

A Sayer 
MINISTER’S ADVICE TO 
SENDERS. 

At this season of the year, considerable 
quantities of eggs are sent through the post, 
and many of the packages are found in the 
course of conveyance to have been packed 
inadequately, with the result that not only 
are the eggs broken, but damage, for which 
the sender of the eggs is liable, is caused to 
the contents of other parcels. The Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs, therefore, con- 
siders it necessary to draw the attention of 
the public to the method of packing which 
has been found by experience to afford: the 
best protection. A wooden or other rigid 
box, with suitable partitions and a well 
fitting lid, should be used. 

Each egg should be wrapped separately in 
paper or other soft material and placed on 
end in a separate partition, and the vacant 
spaces should be filled with paper or some 
such materia] as cotton waste. The cover of 
the parcel should be conspicuously marked 
“eggs”

HOW HUGH McNEILL GETS THE 
4“ DRAW.”

In the ranks of the Irish professionals 1 
do not ‘suppose there is a finer player of the 
pull or “‘diaw’’. than Hughie McNeill, of 
Royal Portresh, 4 winner of our National 
Championship, who ought to have won more 
than one of them had he been less devil-may- 
care in his play when things were not going 
ve'l for him. As a matter of fact, there 
are not many golfers living who can pull a 
golf ball as skilfully as he, with, perbaps, 
the exception of Major Hezlet: But he does 
not favour any of the fads of the Americans 
when he desires to get that pull, or “draw,” 
as it is styled by the Yankees. Those of 
you whe have been hanging on the words of 
Henry Cptton—and most interesting he is as 
a lectuTer—will, doubtless, be interested to 
know how Hugh McNeill goes about getting 
his grand pull. I had intended holding 
Huch’s “ lesson ” over to a later date; but 
the present is a most opportune moment for 
the ““release ” of his little secret, which is 
hers given without any trimmings... 

McNeill tells me that'there are several 
methods by which this telling shot can be 
produced, but that he favours one. He grips 
with the right hand a little more underneath 
the club. His stance is square, Possibly 
he may employ some little dodge immediately 
prior to the start of the swing; but he says 
that he starts “with the hands,” and that 
““the position of the right flattens the swing 
automatically, and keeps the left elbow down 
at the finish.’’ ‘‘ Make sure,” he adds, ‘‘ that 
the weight is carried wel] on to the left foot 
at the finish; if not, a slice will result, no 
matter what the grip.” And he goes on to 
say that the most famous example of this 
way of producing a pull is Major Hezlet, 
whose drives are a joy to Championship 
spectators, as they soar wel] out to the right, 
over rough and out of bounds, and then, 
turning inwards, finish straight down the 
course. 

Hugh, however,has another method of pulling, 
and it is to put the left hand more over the 
shaft. but he does not like it, as the other 1s 
the more natural. ‘* To prove this,” he says, 
“hand a driver to a beginner and ask him 
to prepare to hit a ball. You will find when 
he does so that he is certain to grip the club 
with the right hand well under.” Still 
another method of his is to alter the stance 
by drawing back the right foot an inch or 
two, but the danger in this is that a pushed 
shot may result. M‘Neill, however, is not 
so fond of the “ draw ” as are the Ameri- 
cans. “I would not recommend any youth- 
ful golfer.’ he goes on, “ to try to get a 
“draw ’ on all his wooden shots; if he should, 
the chances are that he will never be able 
to do otherwise, and to be a first-class golfer 
(which is the aun and hope of every 
beginner) he should be able to play either 
with ‘ draw’ or ‘ cut,’ as may be necessary, 
and on a seaside links , where there is always 
plenty of wind to contend with from the 
right at some holes and from the left at 
others, one kind of shot is just as essential 
as the other. : 


CUT OUT THE FANCY WORK. 

“ But with elderly beginners, whose swing 
may be stiff, and the distance they can 
obtain may be, therefore, restricted, it is a 
different matier. I would recommend ther, 
to play for a little ‘draw,’ as if successful 
they will find their shots off the tee materi- 
ally lengthened. A famous billiards player, 
a professional, once told me that if ever I 
took up billiards (which heaven forbid). I 
should iirst learn to hit the ball without side 
and make it travel straight up and down 
the table, leaving the fancy work till after- 
wards. Now, that is the point I would 
stress in relation to the beginner at golf. He 
should try to make the ball go straight down 
the table and leave the ‘ side,’ the ‘ cut,’ and 
the rest of it over until he has learned to 
steer a straight course. This reminds me 
of an incident that occurred to a brother 
professional who is a good teacher but an 
indifferent player. A pupil who was having 
his first lesson asked him to explain how 
he made a shot with slice and one with pull. 
The professional did so fully. Then the 
learner asked him to demonstrate each class 
of shot. This my friend successfully accom- 
plished. ‘ Now,’ said the delighted beginner, 
‘hit one straight.’ The professional teed up 
and hit wildly to the left. Another try pro- 
duced:an equally bad slice, and two more 
attempts were unsuccessful. Yet another 
yielded a bad ‘top.’ ‘ Hey,’ said the pupil, 
there was a great clergyman Jost in you.’ 
‘ Why?’ said my friend, and the reply came, 
“because I have never seen a better example 
of the saying ‘ Don’t do as I do; do as I 
tell you.’ ”’ 

So there you have the American view and 
the Trish; but the Americans having accom- 
plished much more in the or 
than the Irish, theirs will, doubtless, be 
regarded as the most reliable by the faddists.

The 
selectors have been untiring in their search 
for talent, but so far they have been un- 
successful. and there is no doubt that a great 
disparity still exists between the English and 
lrish women players. 

GAME STILL TO MATURE. 

Next Friday Miss Fieming, who on other 
recent occasions has been the youngest of 
the women portion of the team, will rank 
as the most exverienced. The other two 
girls, Miss Hamilton and Miss Teuton, show 
great promise, but their game has not fully 
matured, and their usefulness will be greater 
in a year or two than it can be on the day 
after to-morrow. 

We may take it as a foregone conclusion 
that England will wi. the Women’s Doubles, 
and in the Mixed the Englishmen are likely 
to be so well backed by their partners that 
the task of the Irishmen is bound to be very 
difficult. As the Mixed Doubles and Women’s 
Doubles account for four of the nine matches 
in the contest, it will be seen that definite 
inferiority in these departments is a heavy 


handicap, and Ireland's prospects are not 
tendered any the brighter by reason of the 
reported mishap to W. Hamilton, who was 
stuted to have sprained his aakie while play- 
ing in the first round of the championships 
yesterday. 

It is to be hoped that the mishap is not 
80 serious as would at first appear; for, on 
comparative form, it looks as if Ireland had 
substantial grounds for confidence in the 
ability of the men to win at least four 
matches.

_ AN OUTSTANDING PAIR. 

Devlin and G. 8. B. Mack are still the 
greatest men’s doubles pair in the world, and 
in the recent Scottish match they gave proof 
of that. On that occasion they inflicted a 
straight game defeat of F. L. Treasure and 
E. R. Butcher, only dropping two points in 
each game, while two weeks earlier Treasure 
and Butcher had beaten R M. White 2 
K. G. Livingstone in the Anglo-Scottish in- 
lernational match.

A feature of t interest in the jumping 
enclosure was the trial of Irish sheep dogs 
over a course similar to that on which the 
sheep dog demonstrations are usually carried 
out at the Society’s Show in May. There 
were four dogs on trial, and the judges were 
Mr. E. Bohane and Mr. William Mitchell.

BEEF AND DAIRY SHORTHORNS. 


Of beef shorthorns there was an entry of 
945. as compared with 235 last year, and, 
taken generally, the quality can be described 
as satisfactory, the tops being particularly 
good. There was, however, a very large 
tail, an experience which is not confined to 
Dublin. Non-pedigree shorthorns included 
some really excellent, animals, and, for the 
most part, showed fine dairying qualifications, 
but, taken altogether, they were not so good 
as the beef shorthorns. At the same tume, 
they included the breed champion which also 
won the Pheenix Challenge Cup for yearlings, 
hred by exhibitor in Ireland. The stccessful 
bull was Lieut.-Colonel Towrv’s Pomeroy 
Masterpiece, a :good-coated red of the old 
Isabella tribe, by Inverton Augusta Prince. 
Mr. Peter McArdle, Dundalk, was reserve 
with his well-brought-out roan, Broadhooks 
Dandy, by Desertcreat Captivator 2nd, which 
also won the special Leinster prize. The 
Queen Victoria group was awarded to Lieut.- 
Colonel Lowry for a very typical trio, the 
runners up being three from Mr. R. K. 
Wright, Mageney, two bhing sired by Balna- 
oan Sensation, which cost £1,150 at Perth in 


points. 


It is worthy of note that in the eighteen- 
4 pees age dairy shorthorn class twins from 
Mount St. Joseph's. Roscrea, were placed 
second and third. These were Roscrea Dairy 
Duke Ist and 2nd, by Mr. Cochran Welsh’s 
bull, Broadhooks Champion, and out of 
Mountheaton Orphan. In nine of the short- 
horn classes Northern Ireland exhibits were 
highly successful, but outside that they did 
not figure prominently. 


THE BIGGEST SECTION. 


In point of numbers, if we regard dairy 
and beef shorthorns as separate breeds, Aber- 
deen-Angus was easily the strongest section 
in the show vard. The entries totalled 349, 
as against 304 in 1930, and a uniform stan- 
dard of merit was displayed, the grade being 
about equal to that usually seen at Aberdeen 
or Inwerness. Both judges were new to Balls- 
bridge, and could not, therefore, compare 
the exhibits with last year, but they were 
well satisfied with the animals selected for 
honours. They reinarked, however, that, as 
at leading centres across the Channel, there 
was too much of a “tail,”” which scems 
inevitable where there is a large entry. 

To Major Alexander, Milford, Co. Carlow, 
went the Society’s bi-centenary gold medal 
for the best Aberdeen-Angus bul] in the 
show, the Aberdeen-Angnus Cattle Society’s 
medal for the best yearling, and the Irish 
Aberdeen-Angus Association’s silver medal 
for the best Aberdeen-Angus bull from the 
province of Leinster. His successful exhibit 
was the February yearling, Mystic of Mil- 
ford, a level-topped, good-quartered Queen 
Mother by late of Eyrefield, a most success- 
ful sire.

BIG H.M.V. CLAIM SUCCEEDS. 
Judgment was issued yesterday by the 
Anglo-German Mixed Arbitral Tribunal in 
the claim of the Gramophone Co., Ltd. (ling- 
land), against the German Government. 
Among other things, the claims dealt with 
the sale during the war of thousands of 
matrices, and the dispute arose largely 
through the ordering by the German 
Government of the liquidation during the 
war of the Gramophone Company's property 
in Germany.

BRITAIN’S SAFER 
FLYING. 


FEARS THAT ARE 
GROUNDLESS. ~- 


BY COLONEL THE MASTER OF 
SEMPILL. 

(The Master of Sempill, former Chairman 
and President of the Royal Aero 
nautical Society, is one of the leading 
authorities on aviation. He is himself 
a pilot of long experience, having 
served in the Air Foree during the 
War, and competed in the King’s Cup 
Air Race many times. Among other 
services to flying, he has acted as 
Adviser to the Japanese and Greek 
Governments on aviation affairs.) 

A great amount of publicity is given to 
every aircraft accident in Britain, and there 
is certainly present in the minds of many the 
idea that flying is a hazardous adventure. 

In reality this is very far from being the 
case. and it would be well to emphasise very 
definitely that the percentage of casualties 
that occur from time to time in British civil 
aviation—taking into consideration the hours 
flown and the mileage covered—is extremely 
small, and that flying to-day may be recom- 
mended with confidence to all sections of 
the community. ' . ; 

The greatest care is exercised in the 
various stages of manufacture, and the De 
partment of the Air Ministry concerned sees 
to it that only machines that are thoroughly 
air-worthy are passed into service. 

The use of the slotted wing, for example, 
has contributed in a considerable degree tc 
the attainment of a greater safety in flight, 
by avoiding or minimising the serious conse- 
quences that are apt to follow an involun- 
tary loss in s This device has been 
adopted by other countries. 


FORCED LANDING. | 

The possibilities of an involuntary Janding 
are reduced to a minimum by the use of 
multi-engined machines; in fact, the aim ot 
those concerned with the development of 
British air transport is towards greater 
safety and comfort for fhe travelling public. 
Cabin bodies are eg 4 increasingly popu- 
lar, and triplex glass, of course, is a stan- 
dard fitting on practically all machines— 
another safeguard against accidents. . 

Machines and engines are in a continual 
state of development, as, also, is the all- 
important question of ground organisation. 

There is no need whatever for any alarm 
as to the state of technical advancement in 
regard to safety measures in connection with 
British civil and commercial flying; in fact, 
we may err rather on the side of excessive 
caution. It is a regrettable fact that. acci- 
dents in any form of transportation will 
occur, as it is never possible to eliminate 
completely the human element. 

At the same time we can have the utmost 
confidence in our personnel, who cannot be 
skill; and, as 
equipment improves, accidents are being re- 
duced to very small provortions.

SYSTEM IN DAILY WORK. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
oe e ape y try Correspondent says :— 
In the rush of the busy season it is neces- 

ary ‘to _ + nee programme, so that, 
the work may carried out regularly 
systematically. It may be arranged 
thing like this ;—Feeding chickens 
as soon after daylight as possible ; filling 
all water vessels, and feedi Jaying birds. 
Let out broody. hens and feed; examine 
all brooders; see that temperature 1s 
right, and let the birds out of the inner 
chamber; put back broodies on nests; 
— incubators and lamps, and turn 
This will be a good morning’s work, 
Ip during the day there will be the 
feeding of all young birds, moving coops, 
collecti “ges, cleaning and renovatin 
runs oa ouses, evening feeding 
layers, and turning eggs in incubator ; ex- 
amining cleaning brooders, and, 
finally, after hens have retired for night, 
cleaning up runs, food troughs, water 
vessels, and leaving everything settled for 
the pram Í These are the ordinary 
operations that are necessary in the daily 
routine, and should be arranged accord- 
ing to time. This will allow for the 
numerous items that crop up during the 
busy season, and have to be filled in be- 
times, according as they occur.
